STEWART AND THE SACK 


P 


R some days there has been an unusual stir in 


Nevada Republican circles, and it has been 


made the subject of not a little amused comment 
among the people of Washoe county in particular, 
where the most of this stir is visible. Some remark 
in all seriousness that the Republicans are in a state 
of joyous excitement over the advent of their great 
and venerated leader, \Vm. M. Stewart. 
In a mea- 


sure, of course, this is true. For a number of years 
Mr. Stewart was more cordially hated by Nevada 
Republicans than was any other living man. 
They 


called him an unprincipled political renegade, and a 
traitor of the deepest dye. 
From the Republican 


standpoint there was a good and substantial founda- 
tion for this feeling. Mr. Stewart had been elected 
Senator by the Republicans, and he scornfully turn- 
ed his back 
upon 
them, repudiated 
them 
and 


characterized them as false to principle and false to 
the interests of Nevada. 
But all this time he clung 


tenaciously to the great office to which he had been 
elcted by Republican votes. It is small wonder that 
Republicans were embittered. 


Now, however, the situation is changed. 
For a 


second time Mr. Stewart has betrayed those who 
elected him. 
He has abandoned the Silver party 


with apparently no more shock to his "conscience" 
than he received when he left the Republicans. The 
shock ought to be much greater, if he has a con- 
science to be shocked, because in every particular the 
Silver party stands upon the same political ground as 
it did when it elected him, while he had something in 
the way of an excuse for leaving the Republican par- 
ty in 1892. 


But notwithstanding his double apostacy, some of 


the Republicans are now receiving him with open 
arms and professions of love and admiration, although 
secretly the most of them detest and despise him. They 
welcome him merely because they think that they need 
him in their busines. Not his mere personal strength 
—that counts as zero, or something less. 
But the 


impression prevails that he represents the National 
Republican Committee, and this it is believed means 
a "sack." 


AH through the campaign thus far the Republi- 


can stock in trade has been denunciation of the al- 
leged "Newlands sack." That denunciation was gen- 
erally taken at its true value, for everybody in Ne- 
vada knows that there are very few State in the 
Union in which the Republican party would have any 
chance of success without the corrupt use of money 
in some way. 
The masses of the people are against 


that party. 


It is now about as certain as anything in politics 


can be that the Republican sack has arrived, and this. 
doubtless, is the prime cause of the present activity 
among those who claim to be the leaders of 
the 


"grand old party." For a month and more the pros- 
pective coming of the Republican sack has been an- 
ticipated by Republicans and Fusionists alike. When 
Mr. Stewart brought out Judge Hawley for the 
Senate it was very generally understood that Stewart 
returned at once to the east to make arrangements 
for a campaign fund, and that this fund would put 
in its appearance only a week or two before the elec- 
tion. That anticipation has been realized. The man- 
ner in which Stewart is blustering around with Re- 
publicans fawning about him who hate him as they 
do a venomous serpent, leaves no room for doubt that 
he has come well-armed with the financial sinews of 
war. As this was fully expcted no one is alarmed. 


The situation as now unfolded simply confirms 


what The Journal has all along declared that the real 
leader of the Republican party of Nevada is Wm. 
M. Stewart, and that his only interest in the present 
campaign is the effect which it may have upon his 
own political fortunes two years hence. 
He has no 


idea that Hawley can be elected. 
Neither does Mr. 


Stewart care about that. 
His sole desire is to lay a 


foundation for his own election to suceed himself at 
the expiration of his present term. 
Mr. Stewart is 


not the man to dig up sacks to advance the political 
fortunes of some other man.

THEN AND NOW

OUR years ago Mr. P. L. Flanigan was elect 


ed State Senator in Washoe county by a large 


majority. Although the Democratic and Silver par- 
ties jointly were much stronger than the Republicans. 
Mr. Newlands as the Silver party candidate for Con- 
gressman, if we remember correctly, received a still 
larger majority in Washoe county than Mr. Flanigan. 
The entire Republican legislative ticket was elected 
that year and for a reason precisely the revrse from 
that which actuated hundreds of Mr. Flanigan's then 


supporters in now opposing him. 
In 1898 ther was 


a partial fusion between the Democratic and Silver 
parties in Washoe county, although the State Conven- 
tions had failed to fuse, the Democratic objection be- 
ing principally the nomination of W . M . Stewart, for 
United States Senator by the Silver party Conven- 
tion. 
It was understood that the Fusion legislative 


candidates were pledged to Stewart in the event of 
their election. 
This caused hundreds of Democrats 


and Silver party men, who had no faith in the sincer- 
ity of Stewart upon tlie silver question, and knowing 
him also to be the candidate of the railroads and 
trusts, to vote for Mr. Flanigan and the rest of the 
Republican legislative ticket, as the only method of 
opposing the election of the man in whom they had 
no confidence and who has since verified their mis- 
trust by his treason to the party that elected him. 


But the condition is now entirely reversed so far 


as Mr. Flanigan is concerned. He was then pledged 
in opposition to Stewart ; now he is working hand 
in hand with him, and if elected will unquestionably 
vote for him 
for United States Senator in 1905. 


Stewart is certainly more objectionable to the people 
of Nevada now than he was four years ago, or at least 
he has thromv off his thinly plated silver mask, nd 
the people know him as the traitor that he is. 
Mr. 


Flanigan's election four years ago was due to his 
opposition to the man he is now supporting, and his 
defeat next Tuesday will be, at least in a great mea- 
sure, attributed to his change of attitude toward the 
most abhorred of all men in the State of Nevada.
